At that age, the expe'riehiie'oi sticking to a job; 
even a bad one, probably offers some Insight into 
the responsibility and occasional drudgery of 
holding a Job as an adult - something most able 
men and women wlllwanttodo. 
■ Without debate, it's easier to sit home at mom 
and dads house eating their groceries In the 
summer than to get up every day and wasii cars. 
— But-the nation doesn't-need- people who would - 
rather not work. 

We need people who can take on a Job, even a bad 
one, and contribute to their own welfa're." 

For Mac Christoffersen,- the discouraging pro- 
spect is that we are fostering a generation of young 
people who feel they are entitled to something more - 
than starlliig out at the bottom.
